Introduced by Senator Bob 
Meyer, and seconded by Senator 
John Nevin, the free speech com- 
mittee to look into the possibility 
of a free speech podium was 
amended by an addition offered 
by Senators Bill Dumper and 
Vern Adams. The amendment 
provided that the committee shall 
seek student opinion before any 
concrete plans are undertaken. 

Appointed to the committee 
were Senators Linda Capps, 
chairman, Gwen Hollowell, Bob 
Meyer, John Laursen, and Vern 
Adams. 

The committee proposed to 
formulate the publicity regula- 
tions will be headed by Dale 
Weaver, commissioner of pub- 
licity.

CAFETERIA, BOOK STORE 


When Will Building Start? 
Only State Board Knows

“Target date for completion 
of the remodeled cafeteria is 
scheduled to coincide with the 
start of the Fall Semester,’ 
Ron Sabo, business manager for 
student affairs, stated today, 
“If no stumbling blocks are en- 
countered.” 

He continued, “Please em- 
phasize that ‘if.’ There seem to 
be several areas of confusion 
existing over the proposed 
changes and additions to the 
Student Union facilities.” Sev- 
eral major alterations are to be 
made in the cafeteria building. 
A new book store is to be erect- 


ed also. 
EL DON ARTICLES 
“The excellent series of 


articles which ran in the April, 
1966 issues of El Don were 
‘factually correct,’’ he explain- 
ed, “except for the statement 
that construction was to start 
by Christmas, 1966. At the time 
of publication, everything was 
still in a sketch and discussion 
stage. Although we had a good 
idea of what was needed, very 
little had been committed to 
paper.” 

Dons who return to campus 
in September can look forward 
to new and improved facilities 
in the cafeteria. All architectur- 
al plans and drawings have been 
submitted to the California 


State Real Estate Commission 
in Los Angeles — where any 
new school construction, or 
changes in existing structures, 
must be submitted for approval. 
FINAL DECISION 

Final decision on the plans 
submitted for alterations to the 
cafeteria and erection of the 
new book store rest in the 
hands of the California State 
Division of Architects. 

Once the plans are approved 
and returned, they must then 
be submitted to contractors for 
bid. Regardless of when the 
bids are returned, construction 
cannot start until the end of 
the present school year due to 
the necessity of using the cafe- 
teria. Estimated start of struc- 
tural changes in the cafeteria is 
scheduled for July 1. 

One-hundred ninety-five days 
for completion, once construc- 
tion begins, have been written 
into the specifications. This will 
enable contractors to finish the 
cafeteria before the start of the 
Fall Semester. Erection of the 
book store cannot begin until 
after completition of work on 
the cafeteria. 

Cost of construction is esti- 
mated at approximately $200,- 
000. Associated Students, with 
over $100,000 in their reserve 
building fund, will provide half 
the building costs. The balance 
will be borrowed from the 
Board of Education in the form 


Justice Kirby Johnson for eleva- 
tion to the post of Supreme 
Court Chief Justice.

All the appointments are sub- 
ject to committee investigation 
and Senate approval.

Dr. Martin will be 
introduced by Royal Marten, 
SAC sociology instructor, as his 
topic generally emphasizes the 
field of sociology. 

Lee Layport, chairman of the 
social science department, stress- 
ed that all students are invited to 
attend the assembly. “Dr. Martin 
is lively, witty, and quite inter- 
esting,” he said.

utely perfect,” he continued. 
“The proposed plans, adherence 

to building codes, types and 
quality of material used and 
thousand other details. Nothin 
is left to chance. A little dig- 
comfort now is better than ‘a 
major tragedy in the future.” 

He smiled, “We live in an 
impatient generation. Many 
SAC students will not return in 
the Fall to enjoy these beautiful 
new facilities.

Upon entering the ninth week of the 
semester only ten of the 17 positions are 
filled on the executive board. Of these 
ten, seven are elected and only three have 
been appointed by ASSAC President Ran- 
dy Smith. 

Resignations and general lack of in- 
terest have plagued Smith during his term 
of office, but the fact remains that the af- 
fairs of the college students cannot pro- 
perly function without these positions be- 
ing filled. vs 

Smith and AWS President Liz Coates 
presently double their duties to fill the 
vacated Commissioner of Records posi- 
tion. This post is not as crucial as the rest, 


but nevertheless important to the effic- 
ient running of the government. 

Within the next few weeks Smith is 
going to need personages to run the forth- 
coming elections, commissioner of justice; 
head the athletic banquets, commissioner 
of athletics; handle the pep squad try- 
outs, commissioner of rallies; and ptblish 
the student handbook, commissioner of 
publications. 

This does not include the lesser posi- 
tions of assemblies and public relations 
chiefs.

Centers, an effort is made to fit the edu- 
cational and vocational needs of the 
youth. All modern concepts of counseling 
and aptitude testing are employed to in- 
sure the maximum benefits of training 
will be obtained by the trainee. 


TRADES TAUGHT 


Enrollees assigned to Conservation 
Centers will have a desire and aptitude to 
learn such trades as surveying, forestry, 
weed and pest control, fire prevention and 
control, and hand and power tool opera- 
tion. In addition, the trainee will receive 
instruction in nutrition, personal hygiene 
and physical fitness. 


Enrollees in Urban Centers for men 
feature vocational training programs in all 
phases of automobile repair and mainten- 
ance; office machine repair and opera- 
tion; data processing repair and opera- 
tion; all aspects of the food industry and 
numerous other jobs responsive to the la- 
bor market. 


Training carried out in Urban Cen- 
ters for Women covers the areas of em- 
ployment in business and clerical fields, 
food preparation; graphic arts; health, 
clothing and household services; recre- 
ation and various electronics technicians 
occupations.
